very year in January an estimated 140 million 
viewers tune in to the Super Bowl, making it the 
most sought-alter commercial spot in all of television. 
Prestigious companies the likes of Pepsi-Cola, Anheuser- 
Busch and Microsoft devote much of their resources to 
creating an advertisement that exceeds the ordinary— 
producing such memorable icons as the Bud frogs, 
the Taco Bell dog and the Energizer bunny. 

In 1997 commercial time during the Super Bowl went 
for an estimated $1.3 million and the cost increased 
another $300,000 in 1998. For many companies, it’s 
worth the expense to establish themselves as giants of 
the corporate world. In the tradition of past Super Bowl 
advertisers, some companies shell out more for these 
spots than they spend all year for television time. This 
past January during Super Bowl XXxXIIl on the FOX 
Network, the World Wrestling Federation broke new 
ground in sports-entertainment when a 30-second 
commercial featuring the Federation Superstars intro- 
duced millions of viewers to the “era of W Attitude!” 

Why did the Federation take this huge leap forward? 
For one thing, if part of the reason you watch the Super 
Bowl is to see what kind of creative genius each company 
has, hands-down the World Wrestling Federation has the 
greatest minds in all of entertainment! 

The story behind the making of the commercial this 
past December is just as captivating as the finished 
product. On Tuesday, December 8, 1998, several major 
Hollywood television and lighting crews converged on 
Titan Tower in Stamford, Connecticut, corporate head- 
quarters of the World Wrestling Federation, for the first 
phase of shooting. Dozens of Titan employees comprised 
extras, and several stunt men were enlisted to tackle the 
daring risks seen in the commercial! 

On the first day, the building was transformed with 
hundreds of feet of wire and thousands of pounds of 
production equipment. The filming of Stone Cold Steve 
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Austin in the fourth floor executive wing—a mere few feet 
from Vince McMahon’s office—was the highlight. 

While the Rattlesnake explained, “Some people think 
the World Wrestling Federation is a violent form of sports 
and entertainment,” an employee was bashed with a 
steel chair! 

On the second day of filming, The Rock and Kane 
engaged in a third-floor boardroom brawl. Several takes 
were required to capture just the right angle of a stunt 
man’s flight out an interior window, necessitating a 
complete reconstruction of the set between shots! 

Later that afternoon the crew moved to the firstfloor lobby 
of the building to capture the Undertaker and a host of odd- 
ball employees, including a blind referee, creating havoc! 

Thursday, the final day of shooting, featured Mankind, 
Triple H and Chyna busting some corporate heads back 
in the main lobby, as well as a death-defying stunt 
straight out of a Hollywood action/adventure film. With 
a giant airbag to cushion his fall, a stunt man leaped out 
a fourth-floor window and plummeted to the ground! The 
result of many hours of hard labor and dedication aired 
as a 30-second commercial during the Super Bowl! 

According to David Sahadi, Producer and Creative 
Director for the commercial, the crew’s favorite superstar 
to work with was Mankind. During a break in filming, 
the stuntmen viewed highlights of his amazing Hell 
in a Cell match at last year’s King of the Ring. Some 
of Hollywood’s best couldn't even believe the Boiler 
Room Dweller survived the falls! 

“| was extremely satisfied with the end result, and the 
superstars who participated in the commercial were 
great to deal with,” Sahadi revealed. 

“The Super Bowl spot was tremendous for the Federa- 
tion. It positioned us alongside the biggest corporate 
powers in America. And from a company standpoint, it 
had every employee puffing their chests and feeling 
proud to be a part of the Titan family.” W
